Thc application of his subject to commer- 


cial transactions, was not us clear,—tlie lec- 
turer taking too much for granted as present 
to the minds of ihc audience, and not point- 
ing out, with sufficient denniteness, the infrac- 
tions of morality by thc present system of 
trade. It was, doubtless, all clear to the mind 
of the lecturer, but not so clear, wo appre- 
hend, to (he minds of his hearers.

and monetary transactions. 


It will fix the real value of land throughout 


fireat Britain and the value of the capital and 
labor employed upon it. 


It will settle the all-important question of 


Rent. 


It will ultimately work the deliverance of 


the farmers of England from their bondage 
to the ariitocratiu propiictors of tho &oil. 


It will brinn; the agricultural class into the 


ranks of the financial and pjirliamentiary re- 
lorincrs, and will unite them in sympathy, in 
interest*, and in ellbrt with the other portions 
oi the people. 


The abolition of the Corn Laws will do still 


moie than thi.v 
It will necessitate a revision 


of our laws of primogeniture and entail—our 
probate and legacy laws—and rmmy other laws 
deviled for the exclusive benefit of the rich— 
laws which have upheld the domination of a 
flas-', and have operated to tho impoverish- 
ment and oppression of the rest of the com- 
m u n i t y . 


Let il not for a moment be supposed by any

lie then speaks of the annual tax of the 


Mngliih nation, amounting to the gigantic 
Mini of S 1-00,000,000. Next lie alludes to the 
subject of war, and states that $30,000,000 is 
paid by Ihe English government to sustain 
the warlike cstablisuiont, in tho time of peace.

Need I go beyond these walls 
to find the proof that you have not stood still 
durimj: the last fifteen venrs V Do I not furnish 
in my own history the* unmistakable evidence, 
landing where I now do, that Massachusetts 
has kept pace with the spirit of the age—that 
Massachusetts h.is not sworn that she will not 
be wiser to-morrow than she is to-day—that 
Ma.ssiehusetrsi has not forgotten the God that 
guided the Mayflower to Plymouth rock—and 
that, though the peerless intellect of Massa- 
chusetts ni«y suffer from tile stroke oi' a 
Southern sun, the henrt of the olj Hay State 
is «ound, and still boats responsive to the in- 
stincts of nature, the dictates of humanity, 
and the claims of the trembling outcast wito 
uski a shelter on her soil. 


If I ca«t my eyes cjj"?r the vast extent of 


your country, from thei"Jcky shores of Maine 
to tho gold regions of tJaliforma,. I find the 
same indications of growth, expansion, pros- 
perity and power; indications, also, of the 
gradual but sure diffusion of principles, tend- 
ing in their spread and.triutaph to the remov- 
al of whatever is calculated to sully the fair 
fame, or to impart the usefulness of this Na- 
tion. 
As a lover of human freedom, I cannot 


but rejoice that the last State admitted into 
the Union, is one which has by its own Con- 
stitution prohibited Slavery, and that at the 
last election in Massachusetts, a Free Soil 
candidate for Congress was triumphant. 


Citizens of Massachusseta, I come among 


you as a friend. 
As far as I am permitted to 


call myself the representative of any portion 
of my countrymen, I represent those who 
eqally with myself rejoice in your prosperity 
and sympathise with you in all your efforts to 
perpetuate liberty among yourselves, and ex- 
tend it throughout the world. 
If there be any 


in England who envy your greatness—any 
who lament over the success of your great ex- 
periment—any who would gladly see you 
halt in your glorious career—any who would, 
if they had the means, impede your progress 
—with such I have neither connection nor 
sympathy. 
I leave them to seek fellowship 


with the despots and reactionists of Europe 
and to the vigilant attention of Barclay & 
Perkin's draymen. 
Standing here as an in- 


dividual man, I can declare that as concern- 
ing the destinies of nations and after the suc- 
cess of the efforts of Reformers at home to ob- 
tain for the people of England their just 
rights, i desire nothing more earnestly than the 
stability and extension of the institutions of this 
country, as far as they are intended and de- 
signed lo secure the liberty of the human 
race, without distinction of condition or color. 
As an Englishman, I thank God that?o many 
of my countrymen, have found a home and 
a country hero. I lament the causes that 
have compelled too many of them to emigrate 
to these shores, but I rejoice that here they 
have found a welcome—honest employment— 
a homestead—the privilege of citizenship rind 
u home for their children. 
May they prove 


grateful for (he benefits they have reaped on 
this soil, and may they rendor to God a suita- 
ble return by becoming the benefactors of all 
who like themselves, ha\e experienced the 
evils of mis-government—mav 
thcv nener 


sleel their hearts against the cry of the helpless, 
or take part with the oppressors of their fel- 
low men. 


If it be imputed to me tint I have identi- 


fied my-self wifh those who are held in slavery 
on this soil, and have nought to promulgate the 
doctrines of emancipation, I acknowledge the 
justice of the impeachment, and j lead guilty. 
My offence reaches far bujond the limits of 
the United States. 
My aspirations for fiee- 


dotn are as wide as Ihe soil polluted by the 
footprints of a tyrant. 
In ad\Dealing the 


rights of humanity, i know of no geonnipiiic- 
al boundaries. 
1 walk upon Gem's carUi, 


among God's children, and wherever 1 see 
one of them smitten down I will denounce the 
aggressor, and demand the deliverance of the 
captive. 


If this be a crime, I am in good company. 


T am in company with a candidate lor the 
Presidential chair. 
I am company with the 


Secretary of State for the United States of 
America. 


These distinguished men may possibly make 


a distinction between an act committed on the 
banks of the Tybcr and the Danube and a 
similar act committed on the banks of the 
Potomac or Mississippi. I can make no such 
distinction. 
They may make a distinction 


between Kossuth in Turkey and William 
Gratis in Massachusetts. 
I can make none.— 


I read the language of Mr. Webster and I 
admire it for the justice of the sentiments it 
breathes as well ns for its lofty and thrilling elo- 


I quence, but he must not blame me if I apply 
| it to other circumstances tmd evenls beside 
those which were under his notice at the time, 
lie must not blame me. if standing in Fan- 
euil Ilali I st\y in his matchlesswords: 


" I see thut the South demands of Massa- 


chusetts' that the noble Crafts and his equally 
noble companion should be given up, and I 
see that this demand is in derision of the es- 
tablished law of nations. Gentlemen, there 
is something on earth gi eater than arbitrary 
or despotic power. 
Tiie lightning has its 


power, and the whirlwind bus its power; but 
there is something among men more capable 
of shaking despotic power tlu.n HgLtning, 
whirlwind or earthquake—that is the threat- 
ened indignation of the whole civilized world." 


Thanks to Massachusetts this indignation 


has not been invoked—on the contrary, the 
conduct of Massachusetts has been such as 
will light up with radiance the face of every 
man in every country who isthe friend of hu- 
manity, and the consistent lover of impartial 
freedom. 
What need I say more than that I 


am proud to be on Massachusetts soil to niyht 
and will consent to be myself banished if I 
may leave this State as the inviolable asylum" 
of the Slave. 


In England, we are in the habit of wel- 


coming many of the citizens of this country 
to our shores, and it has been my good Untune 
to have it in my power, sometimes to enter- 
tain at my humble board, tho, visitors who 
come among us. I trust that I may tay WP 
arc not wanting either in individual or na- 
tional hospitality. 
Some of those who thus 


honor thus, come on missions of philanthropy 
and reform. 
They come to turn us from our 


evi! ways, and to expose in the clearer light 
with which iou are blessed, our national sins 
and deformities. They come to rebuke the 
spirit of war, they come to speak temperance, 
they come to point our distressed and strug- 
gling population to this! land of promise, where 
no tithe-uoik>.ctor and rack-venting landlords 
spoil the husbandman of the fruits of his in- 
dustry. J think I may take upon me to say 
th«y have not been ill-received. 
At least, I 


may s-iy this—that those with whom I sun 
identified-,'have ever' given sneh good men 
a warm welcome and "their best wishes for 
their success. 


tWell, after 15 ycnrs absence, T revisit 


thestt shore?. I i-prae in the Dpiritof kindness 
anci brotherly affection. 
I come to see those 


who cherished me' when I was formerly here, 
who, were neither ashamed nor afraid to own 
themselves my friends when there was a stateof 
feeliiijr fiir different front that which now ex- 
ists. If I have any minion it i* .one of my 
own.desirine, for I consulted only my own i*i- 
cfinations and objects in coming. But if there 


be those who will have it that I come beie with 
some special object, then, let me say that it is 
this if it is4ny,—To tell the citizens of these 
States that there are millions on the other 
side of the Atlantic, who glory in the success 
which has crowned the efforts of the People 
of this country to build up this Institution, 
and who look to America to send out through 
all lands tlie gospel of political liberty. 
To 


tell them, too, that there is one sad drawback 
upon their influence in Europe; and that it 
is Slavery. That the enemies of freedom 
point to that fault with exultation—that 
they 


desire its continuance and its spread—that 
they would be {.dad to see it reinstated in 
Massachusetts, and inside eternal, that they 
might forever point to it as a proof of the li- 
centiousness of those who set up to govern 
themselves and abuse their own liberty by 
enslaving others. If I have a mission "it is 
this, and if I have a message, this is my mes- 
sage 


Citizens of America, the ark of Liberty is 


with you, and the nations of the earth are fly- 
ing to it. 
You are great, glorious, and free— 


but your slavery tarnishes your reputation, 
and fills the quiver of the enemies of freedom. 
Make haste then, to purge your nation from 
the stain. 
Continue the good work that has 


begun among you. 
Consider no foreigner a 


friend of America who undieiites your sla- 
very ; cons-icier no mau your enemy, who de- 
sires its overthrow. Peacefully but (irmly 
proclaim the great truths which went from the 
Cradle of Liberty. Nor halt in j'our career 
of mercy until from the Atlantic to the Pacif- 
ic—and from the isthmus of Panama to the most 
northern limits of your territory, your soil 
should be sacred to freedom and humanity.
